one-half inch. With that equipment 
any fire within the city limits could 
be handled from the resent hydraaits. 

Cit-' Engineer Mackerras was then 
called on by Mr. Topping and stated 
that a cheap hose was merely a waste 
of money and advised the nurchase 
of the best that could be obtained. He 
also reported that the cit” expected 
to begin work on the new water, mains 
and installations of aditional large fi re 
hydrants within a couple of weeks. 

After discussion and the exhibition 
of samples of hose, it was unanimous¬ 
ly voted to buy the hose as recom¬ 
mended by the chief, the Eui-eka Fire 
Hose company giving a year in which 
to make the payment. 

Chief Topping was requested ip buy 
some minor equipment in the way of 
iiozzlesi and suction hose if he could 
get accentable terms for payment. 

Mr. Dietz said he considered the pur¬ 
chase of this fire fighting annaratusi 
the biggest piece of constructive work' 
that had been accomplished b the |

ization. He moved a vote of thanks 
to the committee whose work had 
made this possible, and the vote was 
given with enthusiastic trimmini's. 

A committee was then appointed, 
consi.sting of Messrs. Brooks, Dietz, 
Wright, Evans, Pettitt, and Woodson 
Jones to collect the money that had 
been pledged to buy this machine. To 
save unnecessary work in this col¬ 
lection it was decided to have lists in 
several places down town, so that sub¬ 
scribers could be asked for their 
nledges when they came in.

Mr. Topping reported on the ner- 
sonel of the fire department and out¬ 
lined the plan of operation. The re¬ 
port was accepted and heartily en¬ 
dorsed.

Section 4. Every attending or con¬ 
sulting physician, nurse or other per¬ 
son having charge of or caring for 
any person who is or whom such phy¬ 
sician or other person may have rea¬ 
sonable ground to suspect is afflicted 
with cholera, plague, yellow fever, 
malaria, leprosy, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, smallpox, typhus fever, typhoid 
fever, para-typhoid fever, anthrax, 
glanders, epidemic cerebrospinal men¬ 
ingitis, tuberculosis, pneumonia, dys¬ 
entery, erysipelas, uncinariasis or 
hookworm, trachoma, dengue, tetanus, 
measles, German measles, chickenpox, 
whooping cough, mumps, pellagra, 
beriberi. Rocky Mountain spotted (or 
tick) fever, rabies, poliomyelitis, or 
any other contagious or infections 
disease, shall immediately report in 
writing to the Health Officer of smd 
City the nature of the disease, the 
name of the person afflicted and the 
place of his or her confinement, Md 
to report in writing to the Health Ofj 
ficer of said City every case of death 
from any such causes immediately af¬ 
ter such death shall have occurred, to¬ 
gether with the cause and circum¬ 
stances of said death. 

Such report shall be made both by 
telephone and in writing to the Health j 
Officer immediately upon ascertaining 
by Fueb physician or other person hay. 
ing such patient that such person is 
or may be so affected. 

Section 6. All physicians, nurses, 
clergymen, attendants, owners, propri¬ 
etors, managers, employees and per¬ 
sons living in or visiting any sick per¬ 
son in any hotel, lodging house, house, 
building, office, structure or other 
place where any person shall be ill of 
any infectious, contagious or com¬ 
municable disease, shall promptly re¬ 
port such fact in writing to the 
Health Officer, together with the name 
of the person, if known, and place 
where such person is confined, and na¬ 
ture of the disease if known. 

Section 6. Whenever the Health 
Officer shall have been notified of the 
existence of a case of Asiatic cholera, 
yellow fever, typhus fever, plague, 
smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
or any other contagious or infectious 
disease declared quarantinable by the 
State Board of Health, he must im¬ 
mediately place such case in quaran¬ 
tine and shall cause to be firmly fast¬ 
ened in the most conspicuous place 
upon such house, building, tent or 
other place a card or flag, upon which 
is printed the name of the disease in 
plain and legible letters at least 214 
inches in length. 

Section 7. Whenever the Health Of¬ 
ficer shall have caused a card or flag 
indicating the existence of any infec¬ 
tious or contagious disease to be plac¬ 
ed upon or attached to a house or 
dwelling, it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to obstruct the view 
of or destroy, deface or remove said 
card or flag from any such building, 
01 to cause or permit the same to be 
done until such time as the Health 
Officer may direct. 

.Section 8. No person or persons 
sh^ll remove, cause to be removed, as¬ 
sist in removing, or direct the removal 
of any person sick with infectious or 
contagious disease, such as mentioned 
in Section 6 hereof, from any house 
or place within the City of Sierra 
Madre to another house or place with¬ 
out a permit In writing from the 
Health Officer first procured for that 
purpose, and no person shall drive or 
use any vehicle or permit any vehicle 
belonging to him or her, or under his 
or her charge or control, to be driven 
or used for the conveyance or removal 
of any person afek with any infectious 
or contagious disease such as men¬ 
tioned in said Section 6, without first 
obtaining a permit in writing from the 
Health Officer of said City. 

Section 9. Any person attending 
upon any or otherwise coming in con¬ 
tact with any infectious or contagious 


Sierra Madre. 

Section 32. The Health Officer of 
the City of Sierra Madre shall be and 
he is hereby authorized and empower¬ 
ed to post or set up any notices 
which he shall deem necessary or ex¬ 
pedient to secure or promote the en¬ 
forcement or obseiwance of any law of 
the State of Califomia or of any or¬ 
dinance of the City of Sierra Madre 
relating to the quarantine regulations, 
or to the preservation of the public 
health, or to the sanitary regulations 
of the said State or of the said City, 
and he is hereby authorized and em- 
pow'ered to post or set up any extrac¬ 
tion or copy of any such law or or¬ 
dinance whenever he shall deem the 
same to bo necessary or expedient. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to destroy or deface, mutilate or tear 
down, or to cause to be destroyed, de¬ 
faced, mutilated or torn down, any 
such notice or its surface or the 
words or letters used on any such ex¬ 
traction, or copy of any such law or 
ordinance. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to fail, refuse or 
neglect to comply promptly with any 
order, notice or direction of the said 
Health Officer. 

The Health Officer shall cause every 
such order or notice to be affixed con¬ 
spicuously to the building or part 
thereof, and to be personally served 
on the owner, lessess, agent, occupant, 
or any person having charge or con¬ 
trol thereof. If the owner, lessee or 
agent cannot be found in the Gity of 
Sierra Madre or does not reside there¬ 
in or evades or resists service, then 
such order or notice may be served by 
depositing a copy thereof in the post- 
office in the City of Sierra Madre, 
postage prepaid, properly enclosed 
and addre.ssed to such owner, lessee 
or agent at his last known place of 
business or residence.

or any other infectious or contagious 
disease, and who shall have been 
placed in quarantine, in any house, 
building or place, on account thereof, 
by the Health Officer, or for any per¬ 
son who shall be in any house, build¬ 
ing or place that shall have been 
placed in quarantine, or upon which 
a card or flag shall have been posted 
indicating the existence in such house, 
building or place of any such disease 
mentioned in this section, to leave, ab¬ 
sent himself or remove therefrom 
without a permit in writing signed by 
the Health Officer until after such 
house, building or place shall have 
been released from quarantine, and 
shall have been disinfected to the sat¬ 
isfaction of the Health Officer, and 
such card or flag shall have been re¬ 
moved by or under the direction of 
the said Health Officer.

No person who shall have been suf¬ 
fering from or affected with any 
auarantinable infectious or contagious 
disease or who shall reside with the 
family or in the same house in which 
a person so affected shall be located, 
shall be permitted to attend any pub¬ 
lic or private school or public gather¬ 
ing of any kind within the limits of 
the City of Sierra Madre. And every 
principal, teacher or other person in 
charge of any such school shall ex¬ 
clude every such person from such 
school until such person so excluded 
shall present a certificate from the 
Health Officer stating that there is 
no longer any danger from infection 
or contagion. 

Section 12. It is hereby made un¬ 
lawful for any xierson in said City of 
Sierra Madre to spit or expectorate 
on the floor, walls or stairs of any 
public building, place of worship, 
place of amusement, street car, pub¬ 
lic vehicle, or upon any public side¬ 
walk or floor or platform of any elec¬ 
tric car within said City of Sierra 
Madre.
